DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matter 
recited in claims 1 1 and 22 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim (s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claims 1-3, 12-14 and 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. 3,315,989 to Ohnstad. 

Ohnstad discloses a method of reinforcing a cylindrical pipeline, wherein pre- 
stressing reinforcements (1 3) are placed and tensioned around the pipeline, wherein a 
in a 2one where the pipeline has a radial projection (17) on a first side, the pre- 
stressing reinforcements are deflected to bypass the projection, and wherein the 
reinforcements located in a common layer on a second side opposite the first side are 
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distributed in a plurality of layers on the first side. 




As shown above reinforcements (13C, 13D, 13E and 13F) are in a different layer as 
(13A and 13B), as recited in claims 1 and 12. The means for deflecting the 
reinforcements includes a plate (12) having an orifice for providing passage for the 
radial projection and channels in the form of grooves on member (30) for guiding the 
reinforcements, as recited in claims 2, 3, 13 and 14. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4-11, 15-22 and 26-29 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Stubler et al. is pertinent to Applicant's 
invention in disclosing tensioning means provided to a pipeline to repair it and the 
patent to Osweiler is pertinent in disclosing a saddle for a pre-stressed pipe.
